Association Funds Now in Treasury 


The American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association received 
from the Fidelity & Casualty Company of New York on Friday 
of last week, the 22nd inst. its check for $32,000.00 in full settle- 
ment of all matters in controversy between the association and Len 
H. Lamar, former treasurer; Charles Gray, former secretary; and 
the bonding company above named. . 

With the receipt of that check the financial stress under which 
the association has operated since representative government was 
established has passed for good. The association is to be heartily 
congratulated on this settlement, and the membership as a whole 
can now be sure of the stability of its organization. 

The facts leading up to this settlement are about as follows: 

When the delegate system of government was adopted by the 
membership, the retiring treasurer, Len H. Lamar, reported that 
he had invested $38,500.00 of the association’s funds in four mort- 
gages on Iowa lands and tendered those mortgages to the asso- 
ciation. 

The new officers of the association deferred acceptance of the 
mortgages until an investigation of the lands could be made. Fol- 
lowing that investigation, the directors refused to accept the mort- 
gages and notified the Fidelity & Casualty Company of New York, 
which had bonded Messrs. Lamar and Gray, that it would hold said 
bonding company liable for the $38,500.00 association money dis- 
bursed by Mr. Lamar. The bonding company denied responsibility 
under its bond on the ground that the association had, by its failure 
to object to investments of the former treasurer, in effect, ap- 
proved his action in investing in the lowa mortgages. 

The bond instrument itself could not be found in the files at 
the association office, and this fact was a troublesome incident in 
pressing the association’s claim. 

The association needed funds and its new officers decided to 
borrow from its directors funds with which to operate until the 
association’s claim could be pressed against the bonding company. 
This program was carried out. Several of the directors advanced 
funds and took the association’s notes for such loans. Fees were 
put on a basis sufficient to meet the operating expenses of the 
association. 

The directors, in order to expedite action against the bonding 
company and with a view to simplifying the procedure, assigned 
its claim against the bonding company to H. L. Hartley, Duluth, 
Minnesota. Mr. Hartley immediately started suit against the bond- 
ing company, employing Messrs. Fryberger, Fulton, Hoshour & 
Boyle of Duluth at attorneys. : 

The first step after serving of papers was the taking of a 
deposition at Bloomington, Nebraska, on July 30th last. Im- 
mediately following the taking of that deposition, talk of com- 
promise was opened between the attorneys. 

Negotiations were carried forward for several weeks and an 
agreement was reached in the latter part of September by which, 
in full settlernent, the bonding company agreed to pay the asso- 
ciation the $32,000 above referred to. A meeting of the executive 
committee was necessary to approve the settlement agreed to. Such 
executive committee meeting was held at the office of the associ- 
ation in Chicago on September 30th; papers were executed and 


these papers were delivered to the bonding company on October 
21st and the funds were paid over and are now in the treasury 
of the association. 

This settlement closes a most troublesome matter before the 
association and makes its financial position entirely secure. All 
loans made by the directors had been previously repaid and the 
receipts at the office are safely meeting operating expenses. 

We feel sure the membership should be congratulated.

Carload Feeder Steer Calves. — 

Journal readers have been endeavoring to locate feeder calves 
ali fall. Some with success and others not quite so successful. 
Those who attended last year’s American Royal show at Kansas 
City will remember the splendid load of calves which Mr. James B. 
Hollinger, of Chapman, Kansas, had there on sale. This load sold 
for $12.75, being only outsold by the Grand Champion load which 
sold at $13.26 per hundred weight. This is what Mr. Hollinger 
has to say about his last year’s crop of calves: “Last year after 
selling the top forty-seven head of steers, twenty-one head at 
$12.75 and twenty-six head at a dime, I fed out the balance which 
were mostly heifers and in June sold one load of twenty-five heif- 
ers and four steers and topped the Kansas City market for the 
week. In July I shipped the balance and topped the Kansas City 
market for the day with twenty-one heifers and ten steers.’ 

Mr. Hollinger will be at Kansas City Royal Show again this 
year with a carload of feeder steer calves weighing about 400 
pounds that he believes are better than his last year’s consignment. 
They are from the same cows and four of his best bulls, including 
the breeding of Blackcap Poe and a son of Prizemere 9th whose 
sons and daughters have been showing up so well in the Congdon 
& Battles Show herd. 

This then appears to be a project that will prove worth while 
from the buyer’s standpoint as well as that of the seller. Mr. Hol- 
linger will gladly dispense information concerning these calves to 
any who may be interested prior to going to the Royal. See the 
calves or write him at home.

eeding of Tierra Alta 2d 


By Wm. Sim, College Station, Texas, Beef 
Cattle Herdsman, Texas A. & M. College. 


Tierra Alta 2nd was selected from the 
Tierra Alta herd of Aberdeen-Angus owned 
by Sam H. Hill and Son to become a mem- 
ber of the A. & M. College of Texas steer 
herd. He was sired by Coupon 280348 and 
out of Midan of Tierra Alta 160686. He 
was selected when only three to four months 
of age and shipped to the A. & M. College 
in a small crate. After arriving at the Col- 
lege he was put on a nurse cow and given a 
small amount of feed to start on, and as 
time went on he began to develop into the 
prospect that we thought he would, from 
his general conformation, when selected. 


Tierra Alta 2nd was the type of calf that 
is often spoken of as a great doer. Some- 
times a feeder gets more credit than is due 
him for having his exhibit in the right shape 
at show time. However, it certainly is true 
that if he does not have the right pattern 
to start with and a good doer the feeder has 
a very difficult task to perform in preparing 
his animals for the shows. Tierra Alta 2nd 
was one of the best doing steers that the A. 
& M. College has had in the past eleven 
years. He was such a good feeder that he 
had to be kept on a limited ration for a good 
part of the time, otherwise, he would have 
been badly overdone by show time. 


The feeds used by the A. & M. College in 
preparing Tierra Alta 2nd for his final 
judgment was as near a balanced ration as 
could be used for this purpose and it cer- 
tainly gave good results. The ration con- 
sisted of ground oats, ground barley, ground 
wheat, corn chops, wheat bran, cotton seed 
meal, with a little ground flax meal. Six 
weeks previous to show time he had his feed 
dampened in molasses and water. He was 
allowed all the prairie or timothy and clover 
hay he would clean up. 

The winnings of Tierra Alta 2nd for the 
two-year period that he was exhibited has 
never been equaled by any steer of any 
breed in Texas. The first show in which 
Tierra Alta 2nd made his appearance was at 
the Texas State Fair, Dallas, in the fall of 
1921, where he won first prize as senior calf 
and was a member of the second prize herd 
of three Aberdeen-Angus steers. From Dal- 
las he went to the Texas Cotton Palace, 
Waco, where he was first in his class, cham- 
pion Aberdeen-Angus steer of the show, and 
was a member of the first prize Aberdeen- 
Angus herd. At the Houston Fair and Ex- 
position he won first in his class, champion 
Aberdeen-Angus steer, and was again a 
member of the first prize steer herd. He 
made his next appearance at the Southwest- 
ern Exposition and Fat Stock Show, Fort 
Worth, in March, 1922. At this show he 
was first in his class, a member of the first 
prize steer herd, champion calf over all 
breeds, grades, and cross breeds, and was 
reserve to the grand champion Aberdeen- 
Angus steer, which was also shown by the 
College. 

The next fall Tierra Alta 2nd was first 
exhibited at the American Royal at Kansas 
City, Missouri. He was first prize senior 
yearling Aberdeen-Angus steer, champion 
Aberdeen-Angus steer, and a member of the 
first prize herd of three steers. Two weeks 
later he was exhibited at the International 
Exposition at Chicago. The first class in 
which he was exhibited at this show was 


composed of twenty-five head of steers rep- 
resenting all sections of the United States. 
Again he won his class and was made the 
champion Aberdeen-Angus steer. This event 
crowned him as the best Aberdeen-Angus 
steer that had been shown in the United 
States that year. 

Sam H. Hill and Son of San Angelo, the 
breeders of Tierra Alta 2nd, at one time 
thought that they had made quite a sacri- 
fice in steering such a promising calf but, 
in the long run, this steer has made such a 
great record that he has reflected a great 
deal of favorable comment on the herd of 
Hill and Son and has realized more money 
in prizes won as a steer that he would have 
netted if he had been sold as a bull. He 
was sold to one of the packers at Chicago 
for 19%4¢ per pound, and weighing 1,480 
pounds he brought $292.30. 

The Animal Husbandry Department of 
the College appreciates the cooperation that 
the breeders of the State are giving us in 
our work. The above case is a nice example 
of where the breeder has helped the Depart- 
ment very materially by allowing us to se- 
lect one of the best bull calves on their place 
to be added to the College show herd.

Meat I shibies — 


Thousands at Sesqui-Centennial 


A meat market store front, with a crowd 
gathered before it night and day, for seven 
days each week, gazing hungrily into two 
show windows filled with bright red steaks, 
roasts and chops, is one of the attractions at 
the Sesquicentennial International Exposi- 
tion at Philadelphia. 

The fact that the “meats” are made of 
wax, skilfully modeled and colored to re- 
semble various cuts of beef, lamb and pork, 
appears not to diminish the interest of the 
visitors. Some stand off at a distance and 
admire the display in silence, possibly se- 
cretly wishing that the steward of the hotel 
at which they are staying would locate a 
source of some meats like these. Others, 
after becoming accustomed to the bright- 
ness of the scene, which is intensified by the 
white porcelain finish of the interior of the 
window, grow suspicious, and edge in more 
closely, even with their noses to the glass, 
— if these can be only imitation after 
all. 

Not until the question of the genuineness 
of the cuts of meat has been decided, and 
the handiwork of the artist has been admir- 
ed and commented on, are the spectators 
ready for the message contained in a purple- 
lettered circle on the plate glass. It states 
that The Meat Shop before which they 
stand, and which is meant to be a model 
shop, sells only meats inspected and passed 
by the United States Government. 

Meat from Ranch to Platter. 

The model meat shop is but one of a 
dozen or more attractions which form a 
comprehensive exhibit located in the south 
end of the Palace of Agriculture, and en- 


titled, “Our Meat Supply.” It was prepared 
by the National Live Stock and Meat Board, 
the Institute of American Meat Packers, 
and the Bureau of Animal Industry of the 
United States Department of Agriculture. 

The exhibit portrays cattle, hogs and 
sheep on farm and range; it illustrates their 
movement to market, which amounts, in the 
United States, to a total of 47 cattle, 29 
sheep and 130 hogs every time the clock 
ticks off a minute; it shows the interesting 
journey through the packing plant, with 
miniature Government inspectors stamping 
tiny hog carcasses the size of a fat link of 
country sausage, and somewhat larger beef 
carcasses; it shows the butcher’s shop above 
referred to; it gives general instructions 
for cooking choice meats as well as the less 
tender cuts; and finally it illustrates, by 
means of a maze of electrical and mechani- 
cal contrivances, the vital part played by 
meat in the daily lives of folks at work and 
at play. 

Protecting Consumers of Meat. ; 

Probably the one fact which the exhibit 
emphasizes above all others is the unique 
and enviable position which meat holds 
among American foods. ‘Meat bearing the 
Federal inspection marks,” one legend rea 
“is the only food carrying the assurance of 
the United States Government, through im- 
mediate supervision, that it was prepare 
under strictly sanitary conditions from alr 
mals good for food.” A white-uniform 
Federal inspector is shown placing the fa- 
mous little purple stamp on a lamb carcass 
in this section of the exhibit. 
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‘onal poster entitled, “Do You 
: An cua eet 2” which shows in natural 
oo 3 a choice and a common round of beef 
re “pt they appear on the butcher's block, 
featured in another portion of the exhibit. 
Although the poster has been widely dis- 
tributed by the Government, visitors who 
do not possess a copy are invited to leave 
their home address for the purpose of re- 
ceiving one by mail. An idea of the ge 
mopolitan nature of a day’s ng gor a 
an international exposition can be had from 
the fact that one day’s requests for these 
osters came from persons whose homes 
see in 17 different States of the Union, the 
District of Columbia, the Philippine Islands, 
Australia, Nova Scotia, Porto Rico, Eng- 


land and Germany. 

Two Government meat inspectors in at- 
tendance for the purpose of answering ques- 
tions regarding the Federal inspection of 
meat animals and meat food products are 
kept busy giving out printed and verbal in- 
formation.

This campaign, says the statement, was 
entered into following urgent appeals for 
aid coming from beef cattle interests. The 
industry of the central west and west fac- 
ed a serious situation. An emergency had 
developed which required quick action to 
divert heavy losses, should this huge supply 
of beef fail to go to market.

The explanation for this situation lies in 
the fact that there was a bumper corn crop 
last year, while hog production showed a 
decrease. The fact that there were fewer 
hogs meant more corn was available for 
feeding cattle. As a result, farmers not 
only fed more corn to cattle but they also 
fed more cattle. 


The Board’s action to relieve the situation 


‘took the form of a publicity campaign cov- 


ering the entire United States. A variety 
of projects were launched, all designed to 
call the public’s attention to the abundance 
of good corn-fed beef available. The Na- 
tional Association of Retail Meat Dealers 
readily joined in the effort and instructed 
its state and local organizations to request 
dealers to feature beef at this time. The 
Institute of American Meat Packers also 
gave valuable aid in making the campaign 
a success. 


In making public the facts of the cam- 
paign, the Board further called attention 
to the important part played by the rail- 
roads of the United States. Forty-seven 
leading roads were supplied with colored 
“quality beef” stickers for attaching to 
their dining-car menus and were requested 
to make a special feature of beef during the 
period October 10 to 31. It is said that 
the roads gladly consented to place empha- 
sis on beef in this way. 

Radio was pressed into service to acquaint 
the nation with the present abundance of 
good beef so that consumers might take ad- 
vantage of it. A series of three talks on beef 
were supplied to fifty leading broadcasting 
stations in all sections of the country and 
it is said that not only are most of the sta- 
tions making use of the material but many 
have requested that the Board furnish them 
with a regular program of talks on meat to 
be broadcasted three times a week in most 
cases. 

Newspapers of the United States have 
carried column upon column of news and 
feature material bearing on the subject. 
One of the articles dispatched to the press 
gave timely information about beef and car- 
ried a number of beef recipes. Another ar- 
ticle gave instruction on carving beef, and 
still another article on carving, illustrated, 
was released through a newspaper syndi- 
cate. The meat trade press was said to 
have been especially helpful in the cam- 
paign. 

Another manner in which the press fig- 
ured was through the use of a beef adver- 
tising campaign. This consisted of six “ads” 
telling the merits of beef. It was prepared 
by the Board and supplied to newspapers of 
the entire United States. The “ads” were 
prepared in such a way so that they either 
could be used by individual dealers or 
groups of dealers co-operatively. 


Those interested in beef consumption may 
aid materially to increase the quantity by 
working with the local newspapers. Ac- 
quaint your editor” with the better beef 
movement.

“Don’t know of any feeders for sale just now. There are quite 
a few Aberdeen-Angus raised hereabouts but there always seems 
to be two buyers for every Aberdeen-Angus steer offered for sale” 
says Mr. H. V. Meier of the firm of Meier Brothers breeders at 
Melbourne, Iowa. To those who have searched for Aberdeen-Angus 
feeders the past two years this is an old story. For nine times out 
of ten inquiries are answered in the same way—no matter what 
part of the country the feeder may be searching through, the an- 
swer invariably is the same. 

This being the case and the demand becoming stronger and 
stronger each season the Journal wishes to inquire whether this 
would not be a good time to go in for growing a few of these good 
steers? Where there are two or more buyers for an article good 
prices are certain to prevail. That is just the situation in the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeding business. Not nearly enough good steers 
to go around and not nearly enough good bulls to meet require- 
ments. Cows now selling at prices just out of reach of market buy- 
ers should readily find new homes, most of them at considerably 
increased valuations. These good breeding cows capable of produc- 
ing market topping steers and an occasional show steer or out- 
standing breeding bull are worthy of valuations double and treble 
the market prices for such animals. 

While these good cows are selling so near market quotations 
it would seem that there should be a scrambling for their owner- 
ship that would immediately reflect in appreciated valuations. Just 
what is a cow worth that will bring a calf to weigh at a thousand 
pounds at twelve to fourteen months of age? If she is a reliable 
producer she will pay good dividends on much more money than is 
today required for her purchase.

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NEW GOVERNMENT FIGURES ON MEAT 
SHOW INCREASE IN BEEF CONSUMPTION. 


A revised mimeographed circular containing estimates of at- 
nual meat production and consumption covering the years 1907 to 
1925, inclusive, has just been issued by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Seven tables with supplementary comments 
show the number of animals slaughtered in the United States for 
each year, and also the production of the various kinds of meat by 
classes. _The report makes possible comparisons of the calendar 
year 1925 with preceding years. <A table showing per capita cor- 
sumption of dressed meats and lard, together with figures on im- 
ports and exports, supplements the production tables. 

Noteworthy recent developments in the meat situation have 
been an increase in the beef supply and a decrease in pork produc- 
tion. Since 1921 beef supplies have risen steadily each year. In 
1925 the total production of 7,146,000,000 pounds was almost ex- 
actly 1,000,000,000 pounds larger than the total for 1921. 

The enormous pork production in 1923 and in 1924 fell off 
more than 1,000,000,000 pounds in 1925, which means that upward 
of 10,000,000 fewer hogs were slaughtered in that year than in 
either 1923 or 1924. However, the present size of the farming and 
meat-packing industries of the United States may be judged from 
the fact that the number slaughtered in 1925 exceeded any year in 
history excepting only the two years above noted. 

The new compilation is a revision of earlier estimates. Copies 
of the new revised figures may be obtained on application to the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, United States Dept. of Agriculture.

Held under most trying Weather Conditions 


J the most trying weather conditions 
ee ian Larmer, of Maryville, Mis- 
souri, and Walter Davis, also of Maryville, 
staged their annual draft sale of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle, near Stanberry, Missouri, on 
Tuesday afternoon, September 28th. Aside 
from the weather everything was fine. 
“Never did we experience so much real live 
inquiry for catalogs” these gentlemen said. 
The calls came from nearly every state in 
the Union and from good substantial buyer 
prospects, many of whom expressed their 
intention of being present in person. 

It had rained for several days and in fact 

for three or four weeks, in nearly every 
section of the country, especially had the 
Maryville section been favored. It seemed 
that the rain man was trying to make up 
for lost time during the earlier part of the 
season when pastures suffered terribly for 
lack of moisture. Neither condition work- 
ed to the best interests of the cattle to be 
offered. The short grass and heat had its 
effect on them and the new grass resulting 
from excessive moisture was not conducive 
to fleshing. The cattle were sold right off 
the pasture and showed how well an Aber- 
deen-Angus beast can adjust itself to any 
situation. 
The crowd was decidedly local as fresh 
late rains had made travel by road almost 
impossible. To make a bad situation worse 
it was not safe to attempt a long journey 
by rail for washouts causing delays and de- 
tours were reported all over the middle 
west. Auctioneers Cooper, Miller and Rob- 
ertson soon divided the cattle among those 
present at what might be termed excellent 
prices under the conditions. The average 
after all was done was just a little less 
than $110.00, and this included a number 
of calves that sold for club work. } 

Walter Davis reached the high point in 
the sale when he took Maid of Oakdale 4th 
a two year old Miss Burgess heifer sired by 
Evenlate at $330.00. This was in the early 
part of the sale. Late however J. D. Black- 
well, of Fayette, raised the score when he 
paid $350.00 for Elmland Elba 8th a year- 
ling Elba by Elburn 4th. Mr. McCain, of 
Clarinda, lowa, took away the yearling bull 
calf Eldor E. by Baden Blackbird 2d at 
$210.00. It was generally conceded at the 
ringside that under favorable weather con- 
ditions the cattle would have attained a fif- 
ty per cent increase in averages. Follow-

Wednesday, September 29th, accompan- 
ied by mud, more mud, and only such mud 
as has made Missouri famous, all to the 
tune of a steady drizzling rain saw the exit 
from the Aberdeen-Angus cattle business 
of one of the oldest and most reliable breed- 
ing firms in the country—John Allen and 
Son, of Conception, Missouri. The previous 
day had seen the Larmar-Davis cattle sold 
at sacrifice prices and it surely was dis- 
heartening to enter in upon the task of dis- 
persing this herd. Only those who had 
Fords or other motive power built on the 
old sand hill crane order were able to nego- 
tiate the roads. They were slippery and 
the low places stooped to some very de- 
grading antics. Our good friend Billy Berg 
tendered his services as taxi driver for a 
bunch who with him used up the greater 
part of four hours going sixteen miles. 
Billy took the train home, awaiting a more 
favorable time to bring the car back to his 
family. Horsemen were strung all along 
the highway and it was by these two sys- 
tems of conveyance and the aid of a few 
horse drawn vehicles that those who _as- 
sembled reached their destination.

Large Supplies 


Reduce Prices for Fed Cattle 


Relatively low prices of the better grades 
of fed cattle this summer have been due 
largely to a marked increase in supplies 
without a corresponding increase in con- 
sumptive demand for such cattle, says the 
Department of Agriculture in an analysis 
of the situation. 

The decline in slaughter cattle prices in 
recent months has been extremely discour- 
aging to feeders, the department points out, 
and although the market appears to possess 
underlying strength each rally is met by 
an increase in market receipts. 

Average prices of good and choice grade 
slaughter steers at Chicago during July 
and the first three weeks of August ranged 
from $3 to $4.75 lower per 100 pounds than 
a year ago. The decline on steers weighing 
over 1,100 pounds ranged from $3.50 to 
$4.75 whereas steers weighing under 1,100 
pounds sold from $3 to $4 lower than dur- 
ing the corresponding period in 1925. 

Common grade steers weighing over 1,100 
pounds declined only 15 to 20 cents during 
the same period, and common grade steers 
under 1,100 pounds advanced from 20 to 
50 cents per 100 pounds over prices prevail- 
ing last year. Average wholesale prices of 
choice grade western dressed steer beef on 
the New York market during the same per- 
iod declined from $4 to $4.75 per 100 pounds 
as compared with 1925, whereas common 
grade beef on the same market and at the 
same time ranged from $1 lower to a few 
cents higher per 100 pounds than a year 
ago. 

The extreme decline in prices of the high- 
er grades and heavier weight as compared 
with the declines on the lower grade and 
lighter weight cattle are rather striking, 
says the department, and suggest that the 
cause for the present unsatisfactory situ- 
ation is that more cattle have been highly 
finished on the abundance of relatively 
cheap corn than could be moved into con- 
sumptive channels except at price conces- 
sions. 

The number of cattle slaughtered under 
federal inspection from March to July, in- 
clusive this year, was 6.4 per cent greater 
than the number slaughtered in the corres- 
ponding period of 1925. Because of better 
dressing yields and slightly heavier weights 
the increase in the total production of beef 
amounted to 8.1 per cent. 

Carcass weights in July averaged 20 
pounds or 4 per cent heavier than in July, 
1925. This increase applied to the July 
slaughter, was equivalent to 34,500 cattle 
of the average weight slaughtered a year 
ago. 
os the estimation of the department the 
slaughter figures are of particular signifi- 
cance when consideration is given the char- 
acter of the cattle slaughtered. Because of 
the tuberculosis eradication campaign in 
some of the large dairy districts there was 
a heavy movement of reactor cows to mar- 
ket, particularly from March to June this 
year, and the total number of cows and 
heifers slaughtered during those four 
months was 160,000 head or 12.6 per cent 
more than in the corresponding period of 
1925. While steer slaughter was larger

This work has been conducted in the 
closest cooperation with educators, students 
and members of the trade, the Bureau al- 
ways drawing heavily on the judgment and 
experience of these groups.

As a result of these 
conferences a set of grade standards for 
these commodities was adopted. We now 
propose to hold a series of conferences on 
market grades of vealers and veal, calves 
and calf carcasses, live sheep and lambs 
and dressed lamb and mutton.

[SHOW STEERS CAN BE 
PROFITABLE 


By Wayland Rhoads, Kentucky College 
of Agriculture. 

Bottorf Bros., Oldham Co., Ky., have re- 
peatedly demonstrated that they can finish 
steers so as to win prizes at fat stock shows 
and at the same time be profitable. Their 
steers make good profits when they win 
prizes, as they often do, but they would be 
profitable if they did not win. 

Many feeders can develop a steer to a 
prize winning point if no account is taken 
of the feed bill, but to so feed a steer that 
he will be profitable whether he wins or 
not is not always done. Bottorf Bros., how- 
ever, make money whether they win prizes 
or not. 

A carload exhibited at the Bourbon Stock 
Yards Fat Stock Show in Louisville last 
year made Bottorf Bros. an average of 
$28.94 per steer when marketed, and prizes 
won on them increased the profit to $46.19 
per head. It is true they realized $1 per 
cwt. above market price because they were 
prize wniners, but they would have been 
profitable in any event. 

Years of feeding have taught Bottorf 
Bros. some worth-while things about cattle 
feeding. They select good Aberdeen-Angus 
yearlings weighing 700 to 800 pounds. They 
raise many of them, but buy some. They 
keep them growing through the winter on a 
ration of silage, orchard grass and clover 
hay, and a pound of cottonseed meal and 4 
pounds of corn per head daily. 

The cottonseed meal is left out during the 
early spring months, when the grass con- 
tains plenty of protein. Until about July 1 
no more than 4 pounds of corn per head is 
fed daily. About that time this amount is 
gradually increased until in about six weeks 
the steers are getting all the corn they 
will clean up, or about 25 pounds of broken 
ear corn per head daily. 

After July 1 they also feed a mixture 
of linseed meal and cottonseed meal, grad- 
ually working up to 3 pounds per head 
daily. Hay is kept before the cattle. From 
Sept. 25 until the show, which is early in 
December, Bottorf Bros.’ show cattle ate 
about 25 pounds of ear corn, 2 pounds of 
cottonseed meal and a pound of linseed oil 
meal daily.
